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County voters reject Dial-A-Ride tax 


Charlevoix County voters soundly 
rejected a tax request to help fund the 
county-wide bus system when.they went 
to the polls Tuesday. 

Fifty-six percent of the nearly 3,100 
people who cast ballots were against 
increasing property taxes by 29/100ths 
of a mill to subsidize the Dial-A-Ride 
service. The vote was 1,753 no, 1,328 
yes. 

Up to this point the bus system has 
been funded by a combination of state 
grant money, fare box receipts and 
county funds. When the county signed 
its initial contract with the state to start 
up the system, commissioners said they 
would ask voters for tax support when 
funding became more than 50 percent 


Country 


Plans to change the entrance to the 
Country Star Plaza in Boyne City have 
been put on hold for a year by the city 
commission. 

The commission decided to table 
proposed storm sewer reconstruction 
and traffic island placement because the 
city and the plaza owners could not 
come close to agreement on what the 
traffic islands should look like. 


The city had proposed islands which 
would funnel traffic into the shopping 
center through three entrances—two on 
North Lake and one on Vogel. 


_ The plaza merchants, while favoring 
leaving the entire opening of the 
parking lot open to the street, last week 


presented an-alternative which provided” 


for islands at both ends of the lot and 
one at the center of the opening to the 
street.

A county board vote earlier this year 
provides funds which should keep the 
system alive until at least August 1983. 

In a county commission race involving 
three Boyne City incumbents, Oral 
Sutliff outpolled Casimir Toton and 
Marvin Loding as well as non-commis- 
sioner William Underhill. 

The totals were Sutliff 99, Loding 76, 
Toton 43 and Underhill 27. 

Long-time county board chairman 
Clyde Cunningham was outsted in his 
attempt to gain an eighth term. He 
placed third in balloting for the district 
five Republican nomination on the 
western side of the county.

“You. know. it’s got to be pretty 
wicked if it takes off nail polish,” “he 
said. 

The health department staff is wait- 
ing for the state laboratory to send 
results on tests for these chemicals. .

- Boyne City has approved changes in 
its agreement with the developers of the 
Harborage townhouse project following 
a’meeting between the city manager 
and the owners. 


Also, developer Rick Smith told the 
city commission at its noon meeting 
Tuesday, changes are being made in the 
berm which runs across the street from 
the complex. Complaints about the 
berm were aired by a resident at the 
meeting a week earlier. 


Smith said he, his brother Dave and 
city manager Tim Clifton met to revise 
the 1979 letter of agreement between 
the city and developer after commis- 
sioners suggested making periodic up- 
dates of the pact at a meeting a couple 
months ago, 


He poifited out that the construction 
schedule is ‘‘absolutely on target’’ as 
far as unit construction is concerned. 
The plan called for 36 units to be 
finished two years after construction 
began and Smith said 34 would be 
because one building was made two 
units smaller. 


Realignment of Front Street, which 
was a hot issue when the Smiths 
" proposed it, was originally set for 
approximately two years into the pro- 
ject. It is now scheduled to take place in 
1983. 


When the project is complete, pro- 
jected for 1986, it will contain 108 units. 


Smith said projections of this sort are 
“‘only as good.as the information at the 
time you make them.’’ Weather, the 
economy and demand all effect the 
construction schedule, he said.

If, in the necessity of obtaining order, 
one person is in charge, how do you

By a simple but remarkable arrange- 
ment, embodied in the ‘‘chair.”’ 

Few people understand the value of 
the arrangement until they become 
chairmen or chairwomen, themselves. 

It calls for the chair person to be 
totally without power to express or 
direct his or her own opinion. That’s 
why the office is the chait and not the 
person, because, of course, no person is 
without opinions. 

The function of the chair is only to 
provide order. 

Thus, the chair can ask if someone 
wants to make a motion to do this or 
that, but may not recommend such a 
motion, and certainly may not make 
such a motion him- or herself. 

The chair is bound to observe 
parliamentary procedure which has the 
actual effect of law, not only on the 
organization presided over, but also in 
the world beyond. 

Parliamentary procedure sounds in- 
volved, but it can be compressed into a 
few pages. Because of it, by knowing 
procedure, every person has an equal 


opportunity to project ideas and have 
them weighed by all the others. 

We may have become so accustomed 
to it, or so frustrated through lack of 
knowledge of how the procedure pro- 
tects us, that we don’t appreciate how 
remarkable, rational, and impartial a 
vehicle it is. 

Especially in that it copes with such 
irrational and partial] beings as we are. 

So Madame Chairwoman or Mr. 
Chairman, whoever you may be, con- 
sider when you sit in the seat of power, 
the power is in the seat, not in you, a 
power that has existed maybe forever in 
our hearts, but only in the last years has 
been realized for us. 

As for nomenclature, in the spirjt of 
impartiality, ‘‘chair’' is the best, but to 
adapt to our present practices and 
especially to our present realizations, 
chairman is appropriate only if it is a 


man, Chairwoman is for her. Use 
chairperson only if the gender is 
unknown, or mixed, as in, ‘'Chair- 


persons of all workshops will meet 
early.’’ Simple!

Conservation officers 
are reminding residents 
that there is a new paoch- 
ing law in effect. 

The law—Act 181 of 


1981 which took effect this 


spting—prohibits using 
spotlights, headlights or 
any other artificial lights 
to try to locate wild birds 
or animals between 11 
p-m. and 6 a.m. 

“We believe the new 
legisiation will help pro- 
tect the Michigan deer 
herd and other wildlife 
from illegal hunting and 
will also reduce the num- 
ber of rural residents’ 
complaints about shining 
on their property,’’ said 
conservation officer Ed- 
gar Hall. 

The old law allowed 
shining as long as per- 
sons were not carrying 
firearms or other weap- 
ons. Many poachers 
found ways around that 
restriction, Hall said. 

The new law does not 
prohibit raccoon hunters 
from carrying lights dur- 
ing their hunting season. 


Other exceptions allow 
conservation officers and 
utility workers to carry 
lights in the performance 
of their jobs. 

People who use lights 
just to observe wildlife 
may do so until 11 p.m., 
Hall pointed out, as long 
as they have no firearms 
with them.

Updated master plan eyed for EJ 


Development of a new 
master plan’ for East Jor- 
dan has been proposed by 
Chamber of Commerce 
president John Kempton.

Mobile home owners 
try to alter EJ plans 


Mobile home dwellers 
at East Jordan’s Tourist 
Park turned out for last 
week’s city council meet- 
ing, bringing a lawyer 
with them. 

Their lawyer, Gregory 
Justis of Petoskey, asked 
that the mobile home 
people be allowed to re- 
main at the Tourist Park. 

In 1977, following a 
council vote, Dec. 12, 
1982, was set as the 
deadline for the removal 
of all mobile homes, mak- 
ing the park strictly a 
camping site, as well as a 
public park for people 
living in the East Jordan 
area. 

The mobile homes had 
been permanently locat- 
ed, and as one owner 
said, they had been asked 
in 1967 or ’68 to get 
longer trailers and put 
them on concrete pads. 


Their letters to this ef- 
fect came directly from 
the city superintendent. 

The mobile home ow- 
ners complain they will 
not be able to recoup the 
expense of their invest- 
ment. Their rents are 
$117 a month plus $36 a 
year in taxes. Un- 
occupied, the mobile 
homes cost $72 a month. 

Justis suggested the 
council might have to take 
the route of condemnation 
proceedings. 

He said originally there 
were 41 such homes. It is 
now down to 20, and all 
but one of these, he said, 
are summer people, most- 
ly retired. 

Justis proposed letting 
‘“‘natural attrition’’ take 
place with the remaining 
20, no new homes going 
in whenever any were 
closed or moved. 


He said the people ‘‘do 
not want to litigate the 
issue."’ : 

The council decided to 
have city attorney Tom 
Anderson discuss the 
matter with Justis. Fol- 
lowing that they will call a 
special council meeting. 

A June 29, 1982 letter 
to a private citizen from 
Howard Tanner, director 
of the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources, confirms 
the position the city coun- 
cil has taken that, as he 
says, ‘‘Had the city not 
decided previously to re- 
quire that the mobile 
homes be moved...the 
project could not have 
been approved for fund- 
ing.” 

Tanner refers to the 
coastal Management Pro- 
gram funds awarded the 
city for park renovation.

BC Schools 
set tax rate 


Boyne City Schools for- 
mally set its tax rate for 
the 1982-83 school year at 
30.4 mills on Monday 
night. 

That is one-tenth of a 
mill lower than the past 
year’s tax rate. One mill 
brings in $1 for each 
$1,000 of state equalized 
valuation on property. 

In order to set the rate 
at that level the district 
held a hearing July 26 in 
accordance with the state 
Truth in Taxation law 
which was approved ear- 
lier this year, 

The law says a taxing 
body (such as a school 
district, township, county 
or city) cannot collect 
more from property taxes 
than it did the year before 
until residents have had a 
chance to be heard. 

Because property val- 
ues have risen, according 
to local assessors’ figures, 
the amount each owner 
must pay has also gone up 
even though the millage 
rate was lowered. 

The board accepted a 
bid from Northwestern 
State Bank for a loan to 
give the district operating 
capital until tax money is 
collected following issu- 
ance of December bills to 
property owners. 

The $712,000 loan must 
be repaid at 10.3 per- 
cent interest. The bank’s 
bid was the only one the 


1 


board received. 

The board also awarded 
contracts for dental in- 
surance and student acci- 
dent insurance. This is 
the first year the district 
will offer dental coverage 
for employees. Ninety- 
two of the 130 district 
employees will be covered 
by the dental insurance. 

Delta Dental was 
awarded the two-year 
contract. Coverage begins 
September 1. 

A laid off teacher, 
Katherine Copeland, was 
recalled to teach elemen- 
tary art. She replaces 
Betty Adgate who retired 
earlier this summer. 

Two teacher aides, who 
were working part-time, 
have had their employ- 
ment terminated. The. 
building trades classes 
will be split into four 
sections, instead of their 
previous three, with prin- 
cipal Rick Casper teach- 
ing the fourth in order to 
facilitate the move. 

The board has decided 
to maintain current prices 
for hot lunches. Elemen- 
tary students will con- 
tinue to pay 75 cents for 
lunch, while middle and 
high school students will 
pay 90 cents. Adults will 
pay $1.40. 

The reduced price 
lunch will be 40 cents, and 
milk for adults and stu- 
dents will cost 15 cents.

Steam-powered 


BY JIM SILBAR 

Afe you looking for some- 
thing a little different for that 
man in your life's Christmas? 

If you were at Walloon Lake 
in the past few days, you 
could have seen that special 
present to give that guy who 
enjoys things that are slightly 
antique, slightly different, 
and definitély classy. 

What we are talking about 
is a boat, Not just a boat boat, 
but, ‘‘The Victoria,’’ a re- 
creation of an 1880's stear 
launch. 

The launch, a 25-foot beau- 
ty with a beam of 6 feet 6 
inches, was brought to the 
Jake by Gordon Wiles, presi- 
dent of California Steamboats 
Inc., and a long-time summer 
visitor to Walloon Lake. 

He stopped for a short visit 
and a mini-vacation prior to 
taking the boat east for a 
show. 

- Wiles, who grew up too late 
to have even seen one of the 
steam launches that were so 
popular before the turn of the 
century, happened on the 
idea of building an authentic 
steam launch after playing 
around with radio remote 
controlled models. 

He decided it would be 
more fun. riding in a life- 
sized boat than just a little 
model (‘‘little’’ in model 
boats is something under five 
feet long). 


So he sat-down at the

If you have a launch, be prepared to polish the brass. Wiles spent some time polishing prior 
to going out on a cruise of Walloon Lake during his short stay. 


proverbial drawing board, 
looked at a lot of pictures of : 
the old boats and came up 
with this. rendition that is 
designed with good taste and 
all the opulence a boat of that 
era had. 

The hull is all wood and is 
constructed of five layers of 
western spruce in what is 
known as the West System. It 
displays the classic plumb 
bow and has a fantail stern. 
The paintwork is superbly 
done in a deep looking, plush 
feeling, classic black, 

At the back of the boat is 
the ladies’ salon. This area of 


the launch has a solid coach- 
type roof with etched glass 
windows around the front to 
keep the soot, smoke and 
weather away from the fair 
ladies. The seats are placed 
around the aft and are of a 
tufted naugahyde. The salon 
will seat four in comfort, 

Of course, no proper steam 
jJaunch is complete without a 
‘Windermere Kettle.’’ The 
“Victoria” has one, made of 
solid brass, and according to 
the builder, will bring your 
“spring water to. a boil in 
seconds’’ for afternoon tea or 


When the weather gets 
brisk, the open areas of the 
salon can be covered with the 
roll-down, all-weather cur- 
tains, You could put the 
curtains down and cruise 
around with your helmsman 
running the launch while you 
are having a romantic af- 
fair. It is almost like a 
limousine with mirrored win- 
dows so no one could see in. 
- After you walk forward 
through a etched glass and 
mahogany door, you may run 
into the boiler, a vertical fire 
tube type with 57. feet of 


_ heating surface. The firebox 


is ready for a wood or coal fire 
on the standard boat, but the 
‘Victoria’ has the optional 
oil-fired furnace with just 
about every kind of contro! 
and back-up system you may 
desire. 

The boiler is covered with 
mahogany and brass for a 
better appearance. While 
working pressure is 150 
pounds, the safety vaive is set 
at 180 so you don’t really have 
to be a certified steam en- 
gineer in. order to own a boat 
like this. From ‘‘cold iron,” it 
takes about 30 minutes ‘to 


_wotk up a head of steam to 


get the launch moving using 
the oil-fired boiler. 

A}l that steam drives a 
two-cylinder engine with one 
cylinder for high pressure 
(it’s a three-inch size, for 
technical readers) and a five- 
inch low-pressure cylinder. 
Both the strokes are four 
inches. These, in combination 
with a 19-inch by 28-inch right 
hand turning wheel, drive the 
launch easily at about six 
knots, 

If you want to see the 
engine work, you should pro- 
bably get the Hayes Unique 
‘‘A”’ frame so you can see all 
the things an engine does as it 
is turning. Or, you could get 
your launch installed with a 
Burleigh column engine. Both 
are set up with a ‘'Steph- 
enson’’ reversing gear, and 
both offer around 10 horse- 
power. Each cylinder is cov- 
ered with mahogany and 
brass to complement all the 
other working parts. 

And speaking of brass, the 
brochure describing the lauch 
says ‘‘there is plenty of brass 
to keep the engineer polish- 
ing.” 

Almost everything on the 
boat is unique, like the helms- 
man's station which has a 
free-standing steering pedes- 
tal with a etched glass mono- 
cle windshield. Just enough 
to keep the wind out of the 
eyes. 

The wheel is made of wood 
and brass and is 2 tradition- 
al type. One of the spokes is 
wrapped with a line and when 
that is at the 12 o’clock 
position, the boat will go 
straight. 

For those who don’t know 
which way the helm is point- 
ed, it’s nice to just look to find 
out which way you are headed

The 24th annual Charle- 
voix Waterfront Art Fair, 
Saturday, August 14, will see 
a select group of 165 fine 
artists gather on the gtass of 


the town’s waterfront park to: 


display painting, sculpture, 
ceramics, jewelry and other 
works, 

The fair will attract not only 
art lovers but collectors and 
buyers for galleries who say 
they hold their buying for this 
one-day fair because they 
know there will be a range of

high quality art. 

Many downtown Charle- 
voix merchants report the 
gathering of artists and art 
lovers results in the single 
biggest day of business. Some 
10,000 people will come on 
August 14 for the art fair. 


The fair is a panoply of 
cojor stretching over the ter- 
traced park, sloping from 
Bridge Street to the edge of 
Round Lake Harbor’s yacht 
basin. 


Over 700 artists vied this 
year for the 165 openings. 
Early spring a committee of 
jurors reviews slides submit- 
ted by each artist, selecting 
those whose works meet their 
standards of quality. 


By mid-April, motel owners 
say reservations ate filled for 
art fair weekend, so many 
people plan summer vaca- 
tions around the show. 

Exhibitors such as Henry

Camping out under the 
stars is one of the treats of a 
summer vacation. But if you 
can’t get away or afford a big 
trip, try a night under the 
stars in your own backyard. 

And if you’re worried what 
the neighbors will think when 
they catch sight of you out 
there as the sun comes up— 
well, invite the neighbors, 
too. All of them! 

Try to include someone 
with a guitar and someone 
who knows a few constella- 
tions. 

This time of year—espec- 
ially around August 12— 
shooting stars fly by. On the 
12th there ought to be at least 
one a minute. Some are as 
quick as a blink, but some 
trail across the sky in long 
arcs, long enough to say 
““ooh”’ as you watch them go. 
And big enough to leave a 
shower of sparks just before 
they disappear. 

But even if you can't make 
the 12th, or it should turn out 
to be cloudy, pick any clear 
Friday night (when you won't 
mind missing some sleep) and 
camp out, 

Another good thing about 
this time of year is that, away 
from house lights, there are 
few insects to bother you. 

And one more good thing 
about a backyard is you don’t 
need fancy equipment—just

an old mattress, a cotton 
blanket and two wool ones 
and a pillow and maybe a 
sheet of plastic or a poncho, to 
catch the dew. 


A wool blanket will cope 
with dew, if the noise of the 
plastic is bothersome. Wool 
can keep the dew from pene- 


trating through and will dry 
quickly in the morning sun. 

The best outdoor sleepwear 
is either a sweat shirt-and- 
pants outfit or something 
loose like that. Perhaps the 
quilted nylon shirt and pants 
you wear in the winter under 
your sport clothes would 
‘suit’ you. 


As the dark deepens, and 
the stars grow brighter. some 
people become a little ner- 
vous. The combination of 
being out in the open and 
being face-to-face with the 
universe may take a little 
scoop of adventurousness.

ly that the fearful rustling 
sounds you hear are just your 
cat nonchantly licking his fur 
as usual. 

And a flashlight is also 
useful in pointing out stars. 

You can point out the North 
Star, or Polaris, even if you 
never have seen it before. The 
method is simple. 

Get a general idea of which 
way is north. Then look for 
the Big Dipper (see the star 
chart above.) Follow the line 
made by the two stars that 
mark the outer side of the 
cup. It leads straight to a not 
very bright star which is 
Polaris, the only star that 
never changes position from 
one end of the year to the 
other, because it stands dir- 
ectly over the North Pole of 
the earth. 

Once you find Polaris you 
can locate several constella- 
tions by checking the star 
chart with your flashlight. 

Not on the chart, but easy 
to find, is the Milky Way— 
a faint, irregular swash of 
pale light, arching across the 
sky. 

The Milky Way is really 
millions of stars, too far away 
to see separately. Still they 
are part of our watch-shaped 
galaxy. You are looking

through the thicker part of the 
galaxy, when you look at the 
Milky Way. 

When you look at the 
northern or southern sky, you 
are actually looking out of the 
top or bottom of the galaxy 
where the star mass is thin- 
ner. 

Campers-out don’t mind 
waking up now and then 
through the night. It allows 


‘them to see how the con- 


stellations have moved, how 
they rise and circle just as the 
sun or moon does. 

And there could be nor- 
thern lights. 

And you might catch the 
dawn, like the song sparrow 
does—watch the sky turn the 
colors of a Peace rose, and 
feel in touch with a great 
peace yourself,

selling his work. 

Tim Smith now also com- 
bines the two skills, produc- 
ing cabinets with stained 
glass doors, for example. 

Patty Smith said, ‘‘The fur- 
niture is beautiful in itself, 
but with stained glass, it 
becomes a conversation 
piece.” 

The cabinets, shelves, and 
tables are made primarily 
from pine and oak, finished 
with a hand-rubbed oil finish. 

‘Half the business is cus- 
tom,’’ Smith said. ‘‘If a piece 
the customer likes happens to 
be too wide, they will make it 
to order. Or make a com- 
pletely new design, if that is 
what is desired!’’ 

One’s eye goes to oval 
bevels, as Patty Smith cails 
them, hanging in the light. 

The flowers in them, Smith 
said, were grown at Tim's 
parents’ 68 acres of wild and 
garden flowers. 

‘Tim's mother is a profes- 
sional artists,"' Smith said, 
“and she selects the flower 
combinations personally. 
Queen Anne's lace is a 
favorite." 

The original shop started 
out with two people, Smith 


noted. In less than four years 
there were 22 people working 
for the company. 

“We take apprentices,”’ 
Smith said. ‘‘The sales people 
take stained glass lessons, 
and lessons on oiling and 
finishing. Everybody knows 
how to do a little of every- 
thing." 

Patty Smith decorates and 
sets up the stores—they have 
another in Leland. 

Her experience in Charle- 
voix has delighted her. “The 
first week we opened, we had 
half the shop owners in town 
come in to welcome us,"’ she 
said. 

Once in, it’s hard to leave 
—hard to leave the company 
of the handcrafted products of 
the Stained Glass Cabinet 
Company.
